The informer is not a popular 
American hero, as he is in Rus- 
sia or any of the totalitarian coun- 
tries.

The ‘soldiers involved, between 
18 and 20 years old, were from 
the U.S. Third Armored Division 
in Frankfurt, the sources said. 


The sources gave these details 
oi the incident: 


The soldiers, who had been 
drinking, were driving through 
Frankfurt when they stopped for 
a traffic light. An automobile 
with the words “Soviet Military 
Mission”’ printed on it drew along- 
side, also stopping for the light. 


One or more of the Americans 
left the car, opened the rear door 
of the Soviet car, pulled out the 
Soviet officer, and punched him 
several times before pushing him 
back into the car. 


The GIs then returned to their 
car and drove away.

The call was issued in a 36-page 
pamphlet published by the State 
department but written in the 
White House under close direc- 
tion of President Kennedy. 


“The people of Cuba remaia 
our brothers,” the pamphlet 
stated. ‘“‘We acknowledge past 
omissions and ®rrors in our rela- 
tionship to them. The United 
States, along with the other na- 
tions of the hemisphere, expresses 
a profound determination to as- 
sure future democratic govern- 
ments in Cuba full and positive 
support in their efforts to help 
the Cuban people achieve free- 
dom, democracy and social jus- 
tice.”’ 


However, this call to return to 
the original purposes of the revo- 
lution and the offer of help in 
achieving them were followed by 
an admonition: 


“If this call is unheeded, we 
are confident that the Cuban peo- 
ple: with their passion for lib- 
erty, will continue to strive for a 
free Cuba; that they will return 
to the splendid vision of inter- 
American unity and progress, and 
that .. . they will join hands with 
the other republics in the hemis- 
phere in the struggle to win 
freedom.”’

EARLIER CANADA TRIP 

The President's trip to Paris 
has made it necessary to change 
the timing of his already agreed 
visit to Ottawa, Canada, to ad- 
dress a joint session of the Ca- 
nadian Parliament. That visit, 
tentatively set for the first week 
in June, is expected to be ad- 
vanced to mid-May. 


Whether the President will visit 
other European capitals and 
leaders after his conferences with 
De Gaulle was not clear in the 
White House announcement Mon- 
day morning. 


Pierre Salinger, White House 
press secretary, said no stops 
other than Paris were planned as 
of now, but he did not rule out 
the possibility that the President 
might go on to Bonn, Rome or 
London when these cities were 
mentioned in questions.

for firm leadership, for greater responsi- 
bility than anticipaged in fiscal affairs and 
for a legislative program which in the 
main will gain congressional approval. 
While he may differ with some of them 
in philosophy, the Georgia senator also 
praises the caliber of the Kennedy ap- 
pointments and the surprising way in 
which Attorney General Robert Kennedy 
is running his office. 

These sentiments, we think, reflect the 
thinking of the state which gave Presi- 
dent Kennedy the biggest majority in the 
nation. That majority indicated that the 
average Georgian approved the program 
he outlined—on federal aid to education, 
minimum wage hike, improvements in the 
farm program, aid to the elderly in med- 
ical care, etc. 

Georgians can see the beneficial ef- 
fects, too, of cooperation instead of ob- 
structionism. As a low-income state, our 
people stand to gain the most from federal 
programs geared to attack on specific eco- 
nomic and social problems. : 
Sen. Talmadge’s stand on foreign aid 
does not exactly square with facts of the 
world struggle we are in. The alternative 
to trying to help underdeveloped countries 
under the more realistic Kennedy pro- 
posals is to leave the field of competition 
uncontested with the Communists. Cer- 
tainly he does not want that. 
Meanwhile, his constituents will ap- 
preciate the senator’s open-minded and 
fair approach to the new administration. 
It is in his own best interests and that of 
the state.

Once again the mighty Chattahoochee 
has churned over its banks and shaken its 
fists at West Point.

In a speech last week, Mr. Byrd 
pointed out that the authority of the gov- 
ernor of Georgia is limited and rather 
vague.

“I would like to trade some of that 
power for some needed authority to im- 
prove efficiency and coordination of the 
state government,” he declared. “I would 
like to see some authority to exercise 
leadership in coordinating the work of 
the various public agencies of the state.” 

Better coordination and planning cer- 
tainly are in order. It conceivably could 
prevent such grandiose political schemes 
as paving 60,000 miles of rural roads un- 
der the county contracts method and sim- 
ilar threats to state solvency.

Chinese Threats Are 
Beside the U.S. Point 


Communist China has taken a more 
militant attitude than Russia in the Laos 
crisis and this could mean one of two 
things. 

It could mean Russia is talking peace 
while deliberately encouraging China to 
threaten war, using the Chinese as an in- 
strument of force in a common Commu- 
nist diplomacy. 

Or it could mean that China thinks 
Russia has gone soft on capitalism and has 
therefore jumped the traces without 
Kremlin approval. 

The American optimist is tempted to 
hope that the latter version is the truth. 
Undoubtedly, stresses are developing be- 
tween Moscow and Peiping. 

But the situation is too dangerous to 
risk a misreading. Regardless of the temp- 
tation to hope this is a rift in the Soviet 
family, the United States must stick calm- 
ly to its guns as well as its offer to ne- 
gotiate—and let Red China be guided, as 
the Kremlin is guided—by the common 
free world demand: either to open fire 
or cease fire in Laos.

No. 1 World Problem: 
Population E sion 


Much has. been said and written about 
the “population explosion.” That it exists 
is an accepted fact. The United Nations, 
for instance, has just released a report 
that the population of the world will reach 
three billion this year. 

The annual population increase of the 
world is estimated at between 45 million 
and 55 million annually. This is as great 
or greater than the population of France. 

The worldwide phenomenon has its 
counterpart in the United States. Acceler- 
ated population growth is being accom- 
panied by more and more crowding into 
cities, where lack of jobs, housing and 
education are leading to severe social 
problems that somehow must be faced. 
Family breakdowns, political unrest and 
delinquency are on the rise everywhere. 

In this connection, Dr. Peter Stewart, 
Emory physiologist, has the following 
comment: “Even if the United States could 
produce enough to alleviate the starvation 
of one country, as in India, this would not 
solve anything. The population would sim- 
ply increase. 

“The ‘explosion’ matters to the United 
States because we now have only one 
tenth of the world population but our 
gross national product is roughly one half 
that for the whole world. How long are 
the hungry to watch us live in luxury in 
our gold fish bowl?” 

Dr. Stewart has hit upon the greatest 
problem in foreign affairs facing this 
country. While population somehow must 
be controlled, the challenge in underde- 
veloped countries for a better life is made 
to order for Communist subversion.

the Muslim leader’s' suggestion that they all go back to Europe, any 


more than the American Negro will pack up and go to Africa. 


The extremist line, nevertheless, is an infection even on the inter- 


national level. Ghana, Nigeria and other African nations are demand- 
ing United Nations action to invoke extreme sanctions against South 
Africans—to bar their ships from world ports, to cut off communica- 
tions, to invoke a global economic boycott until and unless the South 
Africans change their racial views. 


The United States properly is refusing to vote in the United Na- 
tions for such extremism. It is attempting to understand the problem 
and to apply remedies that will help, not hurt. 


And South Africa has a problem that cannot even be compre- 
hended by the Southern white, who is in the majority. The South 
African white is a reef in a black sea. The Southern Negro is west- 
ernized and i well educated. The South African Negro re- 
mains largely tribal. If the South African white—who is a national and 
therefore has no European homeland to return to—granted political 
equality to the colored races he would yoke the white into a decided 


minority status. 


So the South African goverment’s remedy is to partition the coun- ° 


try, giving the blacks the low country where their race is indigenous. 
The whites would keep the arid plateau where climate discouraged 
Bantu settlement in the first place. The trouble with this neat plan is 
the same trouble confronting the American Black Muslim who wants 
to force the whites to clear out of some states: the South African 
black does not want to move. Men will not be pushed around any 
more in this world. So the world requires more effort than South 
Africa is making—just as it demands. more than the Black Muslims 
are making in Atlanta. 


Everybody is on this spinning ball together, and men can’t live on 
it intelligently if they substitute the simple brutality of extremism for 
the difficult civilization of balance:

The heart of the problem is 
whether the administration can 
get the Senate and House to act 
first and exclusively on aid to 
public schools only. 

On this issue there is over- 
whelming public support and un- 
doubtedly ample votes in Con- 
gress. But if loans to parochial 
and other religious schools are 
added to the Kennedy program 
and Congress is required to say 
yes or no to the whole package, 
the answer is likely to be no. 


The judgment of legal experts 
in the government supports Pres- 
ident Kennedy—that loans to re- 
ligious schools are unconstittu- 
tional. 

This memorandum, which went 
to Congress last week, strengthens 
the case for separate considera- 
tion of the two proposals—fed- 
eral aid through grants to public 
schools and federal aid through 
loans to religious schools. Con- 
gress could thus weigh the wis- 
dom and the constitutionality of 
aid to religious schools inde- 
pendently. Sens. Morse of Ore- 
gon and Clark of Pennsylvania

The Gallup poll shows 57 per 
cent of the country supporting 
President Kennedy’s plan to aid 
public schools. The proposal to 
eid both public and religious 
schools gets only 36 per cent ap- 
proval, 

The Gallup poll also reveals 


that opposition to loans to reli- 
gious institutions is not limited to 
Protestants and Jews. For ex- 
ample, Gallup. records that 28 per 
cent of the Catholic population 
is, like Kennedy, against such aid 
to parochial schools with 29 per 
cent of the Protestants for it. 
Aid to parochial schools cannot 
therefore be termed just a “‘re- 
ligious issue.”” It is one of public 
policy wherein opinion cuts across 
the largest religious groups. Thus 
many individual Catholics dis- 
agree with the Roman Catholic 
bishops on aid to _ parochial 
schools. 

The threat to public school aid 
does not only come from those 
who want to include parochial 
schools. Obviously it is endan- 
gered by the pressure of the 
National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference in its decision to oppose 
aid to public schools unless Con- 
gress aids parochial schools. 

But the greatest threat to the 
Kennedy bill is the combination 
of those who want aid to pa- 
rochial schools and those who 
want no bill at all. Those con- 
gressmen who in the past sup- 
ported the Powell desegregation 
amendment as the best device for 
killing aid to education, will soon 
be supporting religious school aid 
as the means of defeating all aid. 

If the two measures are merged, 
both will almost certainly lose— 
as will the public.

The sight was disheartening: A steel monster with an eight-foot blade 
ploughed straight through the rows of shrubbery, knockimg down dogwood and 
magnolia trees like a steam roller. Yards once pungent with odors of tea olive, 


jasmine paar lilacs were fast becoming muddy ruts. With a sickening swush of an iron ball, the 


walls of an old, colonial mansion crumbled into dusty powder. 


And all this in the name of progress! 


Rising on the same hallowed real estate was a slick, laminated building devoid of all lines that 


please an aesthetic eye. 

Standing there I thought of 
some things that we could well 
afford to demolish with greater 
ease than the old mansions— 
some things that should have 
gone with the wind a long time 
ago. Our double standards, for 
instance. Why are some invest- 
ments, certain decisions, some 
ideas all right for part of the 
citizenry while being taboo for 
others? Does “knowing Joe” 
make a shady deal ethical? If a 
person stands on a political pla- 
teau that gives him an edge of 
elevation, does this status quali- 
fy him not to obey the law? 
When did money, prestige, edu- 
cation, seniority or any other 
condition make a double stand- 
ard right? 

What a transformation would 
be wrought in our society if the 
same laws, same folkways and 
mores applied to all the people. 
It is a flimsy basis for demand- 
ing obedience to community 
laws when one sees law officers 
arrested for alleged crimes as 
was the case in a Georgia com- 
munity last week. 


The wind profitably would 
have blown away much of our 


attitude toward the younger 
generation. If one insisted that 
Georgia youth wear high-top 
shoes, celluloid collars and 
spats, he would be laughed out 
of the fashion world. Yet, many 
of the laws of our state relating 
to youth, crime and the like, 
would be more laughable if they 
weren't so pathetic. 

The old pagan idea of punish- 
ment still dominates a more 
merciful concept of preventive 
and restorative handling. 
Throwing a group of teen-agers 
in prison cells with embittered 
criminals ig about as cruel as 
sending one to jail for having 
pneumonia. The very fact of 
their youthful age is argument 
enough to try a better method.

The war had come to her front

Deep Waters of Borrowing 


Foresight Is Debtor’s Lifeline 


By BETTY CARROLLTON. 

Georgia families swimming 
in debt waters should look be- 
fore they leap, with the safety 
sandbar of foresight as a div- 
ing board. There’s a safe debt 
depth that applies to most 
wage-earners, 


According to some financial 
experts, a family can safely 
borrow up to 13 per cent of its 
take-home pay. This is a figure 
they arrived at because the 
Federal Reserve says Ameri- 
cans have been repaying their 
installment obligations at an 
annual rate of 13 per cent. That 
is, 13 cents of every spending 
dollar they have has been go- 
ing toward paying their install- 
ment debt. 


However, experts are quick 
to point out that this does not 
mean every wage earner should 
borrow up to 13 per cent of his 
take-home pay just because it 
is safe for many.

Many years before the pear va- 
rieties were brought to this 
country the French valued them 
for food treasurers. 


Now the West Coast states are 
renowned for the fine Bartlett 
pears that are raised here, and 
distributed throughout the na- 
tion, The luscious Bartlett pears 
grow from fragrant white blos- 
some to a fine-textured fruit, 
filled with sweet juice. 


The orchards are carefully 
tended throughout the growing 
period and are checked period- 
ically for the right time of pick- 
ing the fruit. Pears are picked 
before they have ripéned but 
when they have reached maturi- 
ty in size. Then they are sorted 
for size and imperfections and 
sent to the canners where they 
are put into vacuum sealed cans 
with sugar‘syrup. They are 
packed in size 24% cans, 1 pound 
14 ounces; and in No. 303, 16 to 
17 ounces.

A local consumer credit man- 
ager observed that the aver- 
age Atlanta laborer, whose 
weekly take-home pay is $50, 
usually has an average loan 
pay-back of $75 a month. 


“You must remember,” he 
cautioned, ‘“‘that there are dif- 
ferent classes of wage earners 
here, Certain considerations 
may apply in one case that 
will have no bearing on an- 
other.’”’ 


DEBT DEPTH RANGES 


Another loan company offi- 
cial observed that his clients’ 
debt depth range from eight 
per cent to 25 per cent, depend- 
ing upon the immediate need, 
and ‘‘our usual considerations.”’ 

“The interest involved in a 
loan from a company such as 
this one,’’ he continued, ‘“‘is 
greater than at a bank, be- 
cause the risk we take on the 
borrower is greater.” 


The questions prospective 
lenders ask when they consider 
making an individual loan can 
serve as a lifeline of financial 
self-analysis, since they are 
geared to determine if the loan 
under consideration is likely to 
be repaid. ‘‘And every man 
and woman,” said one credit 
manager, ‘‘should be as reluc- 
tant to take out a loan which 
they won't be able to repay as 
we are to make it.” 


Several local firms take the 
borrower's attitude into consid- 
eration. 


“If we find, based on his 
past debt payments, that the 
borrower has a good, sound at- 
titude,” one explained, ‘‘and 
that his intentions of repaying 
are honest and sincere, we fre- 
quently make allowances that 
will enable him to _ get his 
loan.”

The following sfx questions 
usually are asked when a loan 
is being considered: 


1. How much debt do you al- 
ready have? (Other obligations 
are taken into consideration as 
a matter of routine.) 


2. What is your income? (This 
directly governs the ability to 
repay a loan. Most companies 
operate under the policy that 
“the more you earn, the bet- 
ter risk you are.’’) 

3 How old are you? (Local 
opinions vary as to the “safest 
age."” Some declare the young 
wage earner of between 25 and 
35 is a ‘“‘good risk’ since his 
earning power is more likely 
to increase. Others think those 
between 40 and 55 are even 
safer, since by then they’re 
presumed to be settledein hab- 
its, with no dependent children. 
They’re also likely to own some 
property or have some paid-up 
life insurance.) 


4, What is your family status? 
(A happily married couple is 
considered stable, without the 
prospect of financial upset that 
divorce inevitably brings on. 
Number and age of children are 
a factor as well as the health 
of the family.) 


5. What kind of work do you 
do, and how long have you been 
in your present job? (Locally, 
more importance is attached to 
the length of time employed by 
the firm, which helps deter- 
mine stability. of income, than 
to the type of work. “A la- 
borer’s financial needs are often 
just as important, 
chances of repaying a loan just 
as good, as the executive or 
those who hold supervisory po- 
sitions,” a credit manager 
pointed out.)

6. Have you any saleable as- 
sets? (An unmortgaged home or 
car, stocks, savings bonds and 
furniture are among items that 
could be made available to re- 
pay a loan in an emergency.) 


Some Atlanta firms think that 
the most important factor to be 
considered is how well the bor- 
rower pays his bills, since this 
indicates his ability -and wil- 
lingness to repay a loan. Oth- 
ers add the home address to 
the list. If the borrower has 
been at his present address at 
least four .years, he’s consid- 
ered a good risk. Bank accounts 
are not ignored by most local 
firms, but it is not necessarily 
a determining factor as ‘to 
whether or not the loan should 
be granted. 


“If you have a healthy bank 
account,’’ pointed out one ex- 


pert, “‘you’re not as likely to 
need our services as someone 
who has less money in the 
bank. , 


One national organization 
lists three critical questions: 


“Will you be able to meet the 
payments out of your present 
income? 


2. Can you reasonably expect 
to continue in your job, or in 
another one with roughly the 
same pay, for the duration of 
the payment period? 


3. Will you be able to handle 
all predictible major expenses, 
such as taxes, insurance pre- 
miums, hospital bills, that you 
know are coming? 


Unless the answer is ‘“‘yes”’ 


to all three, the company ad- 
vises, “Don’t borrow money.”

NEW YORK — When Steve Owen coached the 
football Giants, he liked to tell the story of the Indiah 
tribe in his native Oklahoma who besought the 
services of a rainmaker. Not a drop of water had 
fallen in months. The crops had shrivelled in the 
parched earth. The river beds were dry, the wells 
empty. Hunger and thirst had emaciated the braves, 
the squaws and the papooses (or is it papeese?) The 
chiefs sent.for the most powerful medicine man they 
could get. He made with the incantations and hocus- 


pocus. 


That night it rained. It rained for 10 days and 10 nights. The 
river flooded the village and the fields, driving the tribe to higher 
ground. Hurriedly the chief recalled the rainmaker, He stood in 
the downpour, arms stretched be- 
seechingly aloft. 


et ‘Ten days ago,” he intoned, “I 
~ asked for rain. But, Lord, this is 
ridiculous.”’ 


By that same standard the Na- 
tional Swimming Championships of 
the Amateur Athletic Union at Yale 
over the last weekend were utterly 
ridiculous. 


Every post-Olympic year pro- 
duces a letdown as old stars lose 
incentive and the new crop has 
not started to gather strength. 
But in the magnificent Payne 
Whitney Natatorium at Yale the 
greatest of all swimming cham- 
pionships left stunned sports fol- 
lowers gasping for breath with 
the frantic compulsiveness of 
drowning men. Records were 
broken in every one of the 17 short-course events, most of 
them bordering on the incredible—or the ridiculous. 


When 17-year-old Steve Clark drove into the end wall at the 
finish of the classic 100-yard free-style, Mike Peppe snapped his 
stop watch and then stared bug-eyed at it. 


“I can’t believe it,” said the Ohio State coach. “Something 
must be wrong with my watch.”’ 


—A Nine-Second 100, or 16-Foot Vault 


All over the hall other timers were reacting the same way, so 
distrustful of their chronometers that some were almost ashamed 
to report their findings and risk being laughed to scorn. Either 
there was’a mass breakdown of all timing devices or else this 
phenomenal schoolboy from Los Altos in California swam the cen- 
tury in 46.8. This is the equivalent of a foot racer sprinting 100 
yards in under 9 seconds. It’s as unlikely as a 16-foot pole vault 
and as impossible as an 8-foot high jump. 


Because not all sports followers are familiar with aquatic 
clockings, a bit of background information might put this achieve- 
ment into proper focus. For the better part of two decades Johnny 
Weissmuller’s world record of 51 seconds had remained untouched, 
standing alone in solitary majesty. Then Alan Ford of Yale nibbled 
at it and drove it down to 49.7. Eight years later it went to 49.2 
and finally to 48.9. 


It was during the rush to the Rome Olympics last year, 
though, that high indignities were administered to the once 
sacred Weissmuller mark. Young Clark, then only. 16, did 48.8 in 
a heat. He climbed from the tank and stretched out on the 
deck for 15 minutes, too exhausted to stir. In the final he was 
a weary fifth. But the winner was Jeff Farrell in 48.2, the 
fastest century in history. 


Bigger, older and stronger, Clark not only swam his 46.8 on 
Saturday but he covered the first 50 yards in 21.7. As recently as a 
year ago that would have been a record for the 50. Yet he did it 
while en route. He had to go at that giddy clip because Mike Austin, 
a Yale freshman, was caught in 47.8 as the first three men in the 
final went under Farrell’s old mark. 


—1500-Meters Just One Long Sprint 


Three years before the next Olympics in Tokyo the United 
States has produced a virtually new group of enormously talented 
youths who are better and faster than the team which dominated 
the international show at Rome. Will 
this record-breaking ever end? 


“No,”’ bluntly says Bob Kiphuth of 
Yale, the elder statesman of American 
swimming. ‘‘We've hardly started. I 
shudder when I think how crude we 
were when I first began coaching. A 
} century sprinter was taught to coast 
between 50 and 75 yards, sprinting 
only at the start and finish. Now we 
have the 220 as a sprint all the way, 
including the flip turns. The 440 will 
come next and I expect that the 1,500- 
meter event will become one long 
sprint. 


“We have more pools, more swim- 
mers, more expert coaching and more 
of everything. Great as were the per- 
formances at the nationals I can see 
room for improvement. At most there 
were no more than 5 per cent whose 
form was perfect. Once the boys got

___tired late in the 220 or 440 the flaws became apparent. What they 


all need most are summers of training in the 50-meter or Olympic 
size pools. 

“TI can just imagine the reaction to these performances 
throughout the world. The one that the Australians, Europeans 
and Japanese will find most incomprehensible will be Chet 
Jastremski’s breaking of a minute for the 100-yard breast- 
stroke.”’ 


To American worshippers of speed, though, the top job was 
Clarks’ 46.8 for the hundred. He shaved every hair from his body 
and his head looked as though it belonged to a samurai warrior. 
Did the shaving help any? 

‘Maybe, psychologically,’’ he said. 

Was there a secret to his success? He shook his head. 


“It's hard work.” he answered. ‘‘As far as I'm concerned, the 
pool isn’t filled with water but with sweat.”’

GAME FISH ROBBERS FACE FLORIDA SHOW 


By CHARLES ELLIOTT 

Constitation Outdoor Columnist 
Note to Florida sportsmen: The ring of game fish 
gangsters operating in your state is now under federal 


transferred to a truck. Since it is illegal in Florida to 
sell fresh-water game fish under any conditions except 
for restocking, the catch is usually hauled across state 
lines into one of the adjoining states. We are told that 
Georgia, witht 82 or more markets which are now 
either handling the contraband fish, or have trafficked 
in them in the past, is the chief source of disposal. 


In Georgia it is also illegal to sell fresh-water game 
fish for eating purposes, but with two exceptions— 
(1) a pond or lake owner may harvest panfish out of 
his own private waters and place them on the market, 
provided he has been issued a permit from the State 
Game and Fish Commission to sell the exact number 
of pounds he has harvested out of his pond or lake, 
and (2) panfish may be sol. by Georgia dealers if they 
come from out of the state and are accompanied by a 
bona fide bill of sale. 


Under Florida regulations there is no such thing as 
a legal bill of sale for fresh-water game fish. The out- 
laws get around this by printing their own bills of 
sale and writing in the names and addresses of fic- 
titious dealers. These bogus papers go along with the 
shipment of fish, which is usually delivered to its 
destination at night.
